entering training on and after Sept; 
1 under the Gl BUI of Rights are 
expected to benefit greatly from a 
simplification of forms and proced- 
ures in conjunction with letters of 
eligibility. 


Homer G. Bradney, administrator 
of the Illinois Veterans commission, 
announced Thursday that service 
officers in all of the 102 counties of 


the state have been briefed on the 
changes and are ready to assist vet- 
erans in the new forms and proced- 
ures. 


Major change is the substitution 
of five application forms. 
These 
forms are used in applying for edu- 
cational benefits, re-entering or in- 
terrupting educational courses and 
for accrued leave. Veterans should 
apply 30 days prior to entering edu- 
cation or training but will be per- 
mitted in this instance to submit an 
old type letter of eligibility provided 
it is accompanied by one of the new 
forms. 


The expressed objective of the new 
procedure is to speed up processing 
of applications for veterans in insti- 
tutional and on-the-job training. 


However, the new change requires 
clearance with the VA central office 
in Washington, and if this operation 
creates no backlog, subsistence pay- 
ments may be received more prompt- 
ly than in the past.

Chicago, Aug. 26—(/P)—Three re- 
searchers today reported

ment of an artificial kidney to aid 
persons whose kidneys—vital in the 
elimination of body wastes—do not 
function properly. 


They are Dr. Gordon Murray, Dr. 
Edmund Delorme and Newell Thom- 
as of Toronto, Canada. They de- 
scribed the project in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 


Their article said that with their
